method. Interference with traffic 
is kept at a minimum during con¬ 
struction as the openings in the 
streets are covered promptly with 
decking under which the work of 
building the subway structure is 
carried on. 

Open Cut Tracks 
The least costly of all subsur¬ 
face structures is the depressed 
track type, where the tracks are 
laid below the street grade in an 
open cut. In suburban areas, 
where a private right of way of 
sufficient width can be secured, 
the earth is allowed to stand at 
its natural slope. Such construc¬ 
tion is simply heavy grading and 
may be done with steam shovels. 

A subway consisting of struc¬ 
tural steel frames, set on five-foot 
center posts, with walls, roof and 
floor of concrete is recommended. 
The great advantage of this type 
lies in the fact that traffic can be 
maintained during construction at 
a relatively small expense as the 
steel frames are used to support 
temporary street decking and car 
tracks. High level subways should 
be so placed that in general there 
will be but four feet between the 
top of the structure and the sur¬ 
face of the street. 

Tunnels Under Los Angeles 
The shales which underlie most 
of the hilly territory in Los An¬ 
geles are well adapted to the con¬ 
struction of low level subways by 
tunneling. A thorough study of 
the possibilities of employing the 
tunneling method of construction 
on a large portion of the pro -1 
posed rapid transit system has 
been made and it has been con¬ 
cluded that it is quite practicable 
and will provide the most econom¬ 
ical underground construction. The 
use of this method where under¬ 
ground construction may be re¬ 
quired in the residential districts 
is recommended. The track grade 
will come close to the surface of 
the ground at and near stations 
at which points the high level sub¬ 
way structure will be used.

The sup¬ 
porting columns may he placed on 
the curb with girders spanning 
the entire width of the roadway;

single row. An open deck with 
the ties laid directly on the steel 
structure, or a solid floor with 
the ties laid either in concrete ir 
ballast, may be used. Architec¬ 
tural treatment can be applied 
where an artistic appearance is 
desirable or plain structural steel 
can be used. 

A solid fill structure is probably 
best adapted to the suburban 
areas where land is relatively 
cheap and where right of way. of

Thousands of inquiries from the 
arm^ of 300,000 income taxpayers 
in Southern California with re¬ 
gard to when returns for report¬ 
ing 1925 income will be available 
are flooding the Internal Revenue 
office. 

Heretofore taxpayers have been 
urged to file their income tax re¬ 
turns early. The filing of re¬ 
turns this year is delayed, pend¬ 
ing the enactment of the new act 
now before the senate which as it 
passed the house contains changes 
in regard to rates and other fea¬ 
tures. In order that taxpayers 
may be given the full advantage 
of the reductions the 1925 forms 
are being held pending the enact¬ 
ment of the new revenue bill, ac¬ 
cording to information from the 
federal office. 

Get Figures Ready 

However, there is nothing to 
prevent a taxpayer at this time 
from closing his books and com¬ 
puting his net income. Such com¬ 
putations will not be affected by 
any provisions of the new act. 
The actual preparation of the re¬ 
turn itself, after the computation, 
requires, in a majority of cases, 
but a few minutes. Therefore, it 
is advised that all figures and 
data be assembled, pending re¬ 
ceipt of blanks by taxpayers. 
When released, blanks will be sent 
to taxpayers, and also may be 
obtained at the collector’s office 
in Los Angeles or at its various 
branches. As the time for filing 
will be brief, taxpayers are ad¬ 
vised to get their figures ready. 

Forms 1099 and 1096 used for 
making information returns, are 
now available. Such returns are 
required of persons in whatever 
capacity acting who made to a 
single person during the year 
1925 a payment of $1,000 or 
more, or to a married person a 
payment of $2,500 or more. Such 
payments include salaries, rent, 
interest, or other fixed or deter¬ 
minable gains, profits and in¬ 
come. 

Information returns should be 
addressed to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, Washington, 
D. C. 

It is announced that Form 1041 
for filing fiduciary returns and 
Form 1066 for reporting partner¬ 
ships are now available. These 
are information returns on which 
no tax is paid and on which no 
extensions of filing time will be 
granted.

NOW—OR WHEN? 

T HE metropolitan sewer project is proba¬ 
bly five years, maybe ten years 
of actual requirements so far as Sierra 
Madre is concerned. But that is not a 
good reason for voting against the bond 
issue. It requires a look ahead to deter¬ 
mine the real merits of the question. 

Sierra Madre lies on a sloping plane, 
the soil is largely of coarse gravel. It is 
almost ideal for the use of cesspools with 
minimum danger of pollution for any water 
supply. Even considering the rapid growth 
of population, there is no likelihood of dan¬ 
ger from that source for a number of 
years. Eventually the density of population 
will make it necessary to find some other 
means of sewage disposal. 

Suppose the solution of the sewage 
problem is left until an acute situation 
arises, maybe five or ten years hence. 
What then? It will then be necessary to 
provide a municipal disposal system, either 
by means of a “sewer farm’ in the valley, 
or by connecting with some outfall system 
carrying sewage to the ocean. By that time 
the density of population in the San Gabriel 
valley will doubtless be such that no loca¬ 
tion for a “sewer farm” within the reach 
nf Siprra Madre will be available. Some
